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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 5, 10 and 31 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a fuel cell system including all of the claimed 
features. The most pertinent art includes Hamada et al. (JP 1 1-191422), James et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,406,805 B1) and Danielson et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,003,363). 

The prior art references do not teach or suggest "a bleed valve for selectively 
bleeding the anode exhaust gas accumulated in the accumulator, wherein the bled 
anode exhaust gas from the bleed valve is combined with the cathode exhaust gas in 
the cathode exhaust gas line, said bleed valve being at least one fixed orifice that allows 
the anode exhaust gas to be bled from the accumulator in a continuous manner where 
the rate that the anode exhaust gas is bled from the accumulator is less than the rate 
that the anode exhaust gas is purged into the accumulator through the purge valve." 
as claimed by Applicant in claim 1 .
